This Time Flames in Second Baptist Are Put 
Out By Bucket Brigade Although From 


Blaze in 1871. 





The new Second Baptist Church, in 
process of erection at King’s highway 
and Washington boulevard, was saved 
from burning, under circumstances 
which remind old members of the de- 
struction of the the interior of the old 
church, at Beaurhont and Locust streets, 


in 1871. 
The two fires, the first calamitous, 


the second without loss, came at cor- 
responding periods, 36 years apart, in 
the growth of the church. In each 
casg.a new and unfinished building was 
the *scene, and in both instances the 
fire originated from workmen’s appa- 
ratus. ; 

The latest fire was caused by live 
coals left in a small forge 75 feet from 
the ground. More than two hours aft- 
er the workmen had left, the coals were 
fanned by a breeze and soon commenced 
to scatter embers throughout the build- 
ing over the floor that was covered 
with paper and rubbish. 





Engine Company No. 15 appeared and 
wet down the floor, but the source of 
the danger seemed out of reach. Fire- 
man Richard Standish was hoisted: by 
a pulley to a position near the scaffold 
whence the sparks were flying. Buck- 
ets of water were hoisted to him by 
an adjacent pulley. With a few buck- 
ets he put out the fire. 

The fire of 1871 was caused by the 
small hand furnace of a plumber, who 
was sealing a pipe In one of the tall 
pillars. The interior was all but com- 
pleted, and the rubbish about the pil- 
lar had not been cleared away. In- 
flammable material within and about 
the pillar caught fire, and it was im- 
possible to get at the blaze in time to 
check it. The interior was a total 
loss. 

The walls of the bullding were saved. 

The insurance was in the hands of 
a member of the church, and through 
the prompt settlement which he ob- 
tained work was at once resumed, and 
the structure, which the congregation 
still occupies, was finished.

Entrance was gained by way of the 
Same window. This is shown by marks 
on the gravel roof made by the heels 
in scrambling through the narrow open- 
ing. A ladder placed against the shaft- 
ing close to the window indicates the 
manner in which the brass was taken 
out. 

The roof of the one-story building was 


easily reached from the rear by way of 
the sloping roof of a shed in the ad- 
joining yard. The police think that 
there were two of the burglars, one of 
whom must have been a boy, very slen- 
der, to get through the narrow skylight 
window.

O’Brien lives at 6227A McPherson ave- 
nue. He is an inventor. The basis of 
the present controversy is a patent for 
‘“delinting’’ or removing lint from cot- 
tonseed by machinery. 

The petition recites that O’Brien in- 
duced Streuby to ‘‘advance money” for 
the purpose of pushing and developing 
his invention. 

Streuby Elected President. 

After the incorporation of the E. J. 
C’Brien Delinting Co., the petition says, 
Streuby became the holder of 483 shares 
of the company’s stock and was elected 
president, although O’Brien, the vice- 
president, held a majority of the stock. 
The assets of the company consisted 
solely of the patent, the petition says. 
In 1904 Streuby transferred 163 shares of 
his stock to Grant. The petition says 
neither Streuby nor Grant have been 
able to get a statement from O’Brien. 


Attorney Houts Tuesday was not 
prepared to say that Steuby and 
Grant were entitled to any share of 
the phrchase price. 

“They will get their share,” said 
Mr. Houts, “if a dividend is declared. 
So far, no dividend has been declared. 
I might say that Streuby possibly has 
not fulfilled all the agreements he 
made with Mr. O’Brien. He promised 
to raise a certain @amount of money. 
I don’t know that he has done so.”

Streuby charges in his petition that 
he has been informed that he has been 
deposed as president and succeeded by 
O’Brien.

BLAMES DRINK 


Husband Says His Sprees Caused 
Her Refusal to Live With 
Him Again. 








HE FOUGHT HER RESCUERS 





Wounded Her While in Chemical 
Building and Office Occupants 
Captured Him. 





Mrs. Kate Wolpers is hovering be- 
tween life and death at the City Hos- 


pital from a bullet wound inflicted at 
the Chemical Building by William Wol- 
pers, her husband, enraged because she 
would not return to him after a separa- 
tion of two years. The man became vio- 
lent after being arrested, and was taken 
to the City Hospital. 

“I have been on a spree for five 
weeks,” said Wolpers Tuesday, hav- 
ing become calm. “I had had no 
trouble with my wife except on ac- 
count of my drinking. She had sep- 
arated from me on that account. I 
love her. I called her up Monday and 
asked her to make up with me. She 
said she would not live with me 
again. 

“I obtained a revolver from a man 
at the house and started to the Chem- 
ical Building and that is the last I 
remember. I have no recollection of 
shooting her. I had no realization of 
where I was until I found myself in 
the holdover at the Four Courts, It 
was drink that did it. 

“I formerly had a. good position as 
a city salesman. I lost it through 
drink. Then I became a night watch- 
man and drank worse than ever and 
at last the booze made me do this.” 

The shooting occurred just before 6 
p. m. Monday, when the corridors of 
the Chemical Building, one of the big- 
gest downtown = skyscrapers, were 
thronged with persons homeward 
bound from their offices. Mrs. Wolpers 
was in the door of room 406, which she 
had been cleaning. A single shot was 
fired, penetrating her abdomen. 

Twice during the afternoon he went to 
the Chemical Building seeking her, but 
could not find her. 


Shooting on Third Viait. 


On the third occasion he _ stepped 
from an elevator to the fourth floor and 
saw her in the door. Mrs. Lizzie Joint 
of 1521 North Ninth street, another em- 
ploye of the building, was near her. 

“Hello, Billy,” Mrs. Wolpers cried, 
as her husband advanced. 

There was no reply. When the man 
was close to his wife he snatched a 
revolver from his pocket and fired. 
Mrs. Wolpers sank fainting 4nto Mrs. 
Joint’s arms. 

Men and women rushed at the sound 
of the shot’ from surrounding offices 
and other floors. Several men surround- 
ed Wolpers and took the weapon from 
him. C. Cerf of 115 North Sixth street, 
Erwin Well of room 619 Mermod-Jaccard 
Building and Granville Hogan of 302 
Chemical Building gave thelr names to 
the police. 


Husband Seeks Death. 


Mrs. Wolpers was taken to the room 
of a physician in the building, and 
then to the hospital. An operation was 
performed to remove the bullet. 

Policemen who rushed into the bulilld- 
ing had difficulty in restraining Wol- 
pers, and at the Four Courts he be- 
came delirious, attempting to beat his 
head against a wall. He was taken 
to the City Dispensary and to the hos- 
pital, fighting all the way. It was nec- 
essary to strap him to a cot at the hos- 
pital. 

The three children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wolpers are William, 12; Joe, 7, and 
Barney, 6 They are in a charitable 
home. The father lives at 1128 Pine 
street and the mother at 823 Clark av- 
enue. She is 28 years old.

GOV. FOLK’S DENUNCIATION OF 
KANSAS CITY POLICE METHODS 


Gov. Folk, in removing Frank F. 
Rozzelle from the Board of Police 
Commissioners of Kansas City, de- 
nounced the actions of the Police 
Department in scathing terms. Ex- 
cerpts from his statement . of the 
conditions follow: 

“The investigation of the Kan- 
sas City Police Department has 
shown, among other things, the 
following: An alliance between the 
police Department and notorious 
thieves, whereby those thieves are 
protected under the ‘stool pigeon’ 
theory that they can be used to 
catch other thieves. The Police 
Department should be the enemy of 
every thief and crook, and should 
Wage perpetual warfare with them. 

Paid by Street Railway. 

“It has been shown that police 
officers receive extra compensation 
from the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Co. for testifying in cases in 
which the Street Railway company 
is interested. It has been claimed 
that this is the custom. Bribery 
was a custom a few years ago, 
but that did not make it right. 

“A Lieutenant of Police was en- 
gaged by the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Co. to put up a job ona 
plaintiff in a damage suit against 
the street railway company. 

“A nest of thieves, according to the evidence, lived at 606 Walnut street 
for several years. A detective lived in the same house, which was under* 
the shadow of the police station. 

“Heads of the department must have known of it. These thieves figured 
in the robbery of Meegan, a stockraan, in which $5000 was taken by a thief 
to whom Meegan was introduced by a city detective. This samé gang of 
thieves robbed citizens of Fayefte Jounty at the Higginsville Fair in 1906.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 30.—Police 
Commissioner Frans F. Rozzelle, who 
Was removed from the board by Gov. 
Folk this morning, gave out a state- 
ment in answer to the charges made 
by the Executive. In giving his rea- 
gons for removing Mr. Rozzelle, the 
Governor said: 

“Commissioner Rozzelle can see noth- 
ing wrong in the things mentioned and 
' does not view as evils these things that 

I regard as highly detrimental to the 

public welfare.”’ 

“That statement,’’ Mr. Rozzelle said, 
“ought to be answered. My action as 
a member of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners will show that I have at all 
times stood for the betterment of the 
Police Department and the enforcement. 
of law. 

“As for the misconduct in the depart- 
ment referred to, the board heard the 
witresses in these cases and it was 
better able to determine the truth of 
the facts than the Governor could de- 
termine them from reading tbe evidence 
or listening to the statements of cer- 
tain politicians who desired to obtain 
control of the Police Department.

In the Taylor case stolen money was deliv- 
ered to the son of the Chief of Police. Taylor escaped punishment. 

“Tt has been shown that detectives were so familiar with thieves as to 
buy diamonds from them, and, in ome instance, a detective sent flowers to 
a thief who was in jail. This is the natural outcome of the partner- 
ship with crooks and the protection of thieves that has been pursued. 

: Gambling Den in Captain’s House. 

“Capt. Weber of the Police Department owns the bullding in whitch he 
lives. There was a regularly fitted up gambling house run in this building 
for 18 months, and until this investigation was commenced by the Police 
Board Capt. Casey reported to the Chief that the only gambling in his dis- 
trict was in the house of Capt. Weber. 

“Complaint was made to the Mayor about gamblingvin Weber’s house. 
This complaint was turned over to the Chief. The Chief turned the com- 
piaint over to Weber, who made a4 full report exonerating himself. When 
this house was raided Capt. Weber tried to have Capt. Casey release the 
gamblers on their own recognizance. which request was refused as being 
against the rules of the department. Capt. Weber then had the gamblers 
brought to headquarters, where he was in charge, and there they were all 
released. 

“Tf cannot approve the practices mentioned and will not be party to per- 
mitting a continuation of these conditions. 

“Commissioner Rozzelle does not view as evi] these things, which I re- 
gard as highly detrimental to the public welfare. For these reasons I have 
removed him, and will put ancther man in his place in accord With the views 
herein expressed, as well as with the other policies of the administration of 
keeping the police out of politics and enforcing the laws.

It developed that the woman had a 
regular physician, but had not taken 
the baby to him recently. She prom- 
ised, through the little girl, to go this 
afternoon and let the doctor see the 
baby, and to get the new prescription. 

The next case was that of one of a 
pair of twin girls. This baby laughed 
and. crowed as she was being made 
ready for the basket. 

“Fine, fine. This baby is doing excel- 
lently,’’ said Dr. Bleyer, as he noted the 
weight. ‘‘This baby has gained nine 
ounces in about seven days. Has she 
seemed well?’ 

“Oh, yes, indeed,’’ responded _ the 
mother. ‘“‘She feels fine.’’ She left the 
building as proud and happy as she had 
a perfect right to be. 

“Isn't that fine, to keep such an exact 
record of each child’s progress. You 
are certainly practical in your plans, as 
well as charitable,’’ said Mrs. Langen- 
berg. 

She was then shown through the lab- 
oratory, where the milk is cooled, pas- 
teurized, tested and modified and bot- 
tled. Then came the _ bottle-washing 
room. There are machines for that pur- 
pose, and the bottles are put into scald- 
ing hot water. Then they are put intoa 
large, tank-like affair and sterilized. 

“Germs certainly could not live 
through that treatment, could they?’ 
said Mrs. Langenberg. ‘“‘The bottles are 
clean when you get through with them. 
I think you are doing great work with 
this fund, and I am so glad of the op- 
portunity to see the inside workings of 
the practical side.

CANNING FRUIT 


EFORE putting fruit in glass jars, 

B wash them in soapsuds contain- 
ing a little soda; then rinse well 

with scalding water, and set in the sun 
to dry, advises Eben Rexford in Outing. 
If you want the flavor of the fruit to 
come out well, do not use an excess of 
sugar. 
Never use poor fruit for canning. 
best is none too good. Let it be 
fresh as possible, and not over-ripe. 
Handle as little as possible. 
Have everything in readiness before 
you begin operations. The woman who 
has to run to Pantry or kitchen every 
time a thing is wanted makes herself 
double the work that’s necessary 
Use the best grade of sugar. It may 
cost a little more than the ordinary, but 
it will make your fruit enough better 
to pay the difference in cost.

If you want to know how it 
is coming along, take out a piece of it 
without disturbing the rest. 
Give it a brisk boiling. If allowed to 
stand and simmer it will not retain its 
shape well.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 3. 
Nelson are all ready for their battle 
tomorrow night, but Mayor Taylor, the 
new San Francisco executive, has dealt 
the fight fans of the Golden Gate city 
an awful blow by publicly announcing 
his opposition to prize fighting and to 
the so-called fight trust.

San Francisco is ordinarily the best 
fight city in the country, but of late 
years the place has become a byword, 
owing to the number of fakes and vast 
amount of scandal that has followed 
their exposition. Therefore it behooves 
Mr. Britt and Mr. Nelson and their re- 
spective managers and associates to be 
good in governing the coming battle 
between the lightweights, which marks 
their third meeting. For some reason 
or other this bout does not look good 
io many, and heaven only knows how 
it will end. If it is fought on its merits 
Nelson ought to clean the Dude in about 
ten rounds, as Jimmy has gone back 
badly, and will hardly last longer than 
that. His clever blocking and fast foot- 
work should keep him out of harm’s 
way for about half of the scheduled 
journey, but after that his strength 
will probably give way under the con- 
stant boring in tactics of the Dane. 
Then it will be a ‘‘push over,” as it was 
the last time the nair met. 

Many contend that Nelson, like Britt, 
has gone back. but these critics have 
little, apparently, upon which to 
thelr contention, as Bat has not fought 
since he lost on a foul to Gans at Gold- 
field on JLabor Day, and he surely 
showed no signs of deterioration on that 
occasion.

SCARCITY OF QUAIL IN “EGYPT” 


Backward Spring Responsible for 
the Poor Shooting Season in 


Southern Illinois. 
CARMFE, Ill., July 30.—Sportsmen from 


Chicago who have been accustomed to 
coming down to “Egypt” each fall to 
shoot quail will this year be treated | 
to a surprise, if they are so unwitting 
as to come at all. The quail crop in 
the southern part of the State is the 
smaltiest in the history of the State, 
and all broods are small and late. The 
untoward weather in the spring delayed 
the mating season, and, as a result, 
hundreds of nests were destroyed in 
cutting wheat and hay crops. The dam- 
age is irreparable, and the shortage 
will be such that hunting will be 
spolled.
